Surgeon General Bralsted has 
made the following atatemeat ta re- 
gard to this serTleo: 

"Nerer before ta hlatory haa there 
been such a great opportunity for the 
nursing profesRlon to come for- 
j ward nnd remlor tho Kreatest service 
possible to mankind in tho cariuK 
for sick and wounded. A large 
number ot nursea will be required 
not oaly immediately, bat tor aome 
time after the war has ended, to 
i restore to health, comfort and nse- 
j fulness the iiiainiod and injured who 
have suffind because of the enor- 
mous Htru^Kio now hetag waged ta 
Europe. • 

"The nursing profesaion of the 
coaatry ir called npoa ta the same 
way aa la tha medical professloa to 
reader the utmost serriee of which 
It is capable. 

"Trained personnel is necessary for 
success. It is not only the duty, but 
also mandatoiy that every trataed 
^urse who is capable of aervtag 
ahonld eoaio forward at thto time 
and take ap that part ot the har- 
den which Is hers. 

"Several thousand n\irses are 
needed to wait upon the jiersonnel 
of the navy at the lureo hospitals in 
this country, as wll as several naval 
base hospltato in European waters. 
Daless the peraonael of tho asTy re- 
oetTCs adequate medical and nursing 
ettention the control of the seas 
must suffer. 1 therefore urge all the 
women nurses of trainiliK and ex 
pertence who are physically and pro- 
feasionaUy capable of rendering sor- 
vice to some forward and enroll lor 
daty. Preltadaary earoUmeat haa 
been placed in the heads ot the 
Ameritan Ried Cross. Under eon- 
gressliinal law, officers of the navy 
j are authorized to accept civil as- 
sistance from thla great humanitarian 
(Mganlsatloa which has to date ao 
capably taitUad Ito parpose."

servation an^ enforcement, there is 
no reason why tho result should not 
be a syslein of public highways in 
Ohio county ociual to that in the very 
best counties In the State.

An English Port, July 15 (by 

main. -Like a llfe-savlnp station 
rescuing survivors from sinkinp ships, 
small craft built like the .\nieririi;i 
Great Lakes tugboats are on the alert 
every moment in several English 
ports to reeene sinking ships. 
These boats, operating under the 

direction of the ^alvago SOCtion of 
the I!riti:.h admiralty, have *!nc<^ the 
war liepan towed In and refloated 
for ime hundreds of thousands oi 
tons ot shipping and have resoned 
tens ot millions ot dollars ta car- 
goes. They have convertad this 
port Into a hupe ship hospital, where 
are gathered the pick of (Jreat Hri 
tain's ship "surgeons" and "nurses." 

The correspondent recently was 
taken through the waters ot this port, 
which Is located not far from a spot 
where the Kaiser In pre-war rays 
u.sed to siiend an annual holiday yac ht 
racinp. Instead of racing yachts, this 

port now houses dastrayars and 

"sick" ships. 

A laae of mora thaa a seora of 
torpedoed and mtaed staaners is 

viewable in the outer waters. If 

the Kaiser visited this port today he 
would be greeted liy a salvo of shots 
n- < from dozens of six-inchers which dot 
the skyline on green grass hills near 
tbe entrance to this plac. 

Wharo It was eonsldered a Ug task 
to haadle six or seven salvage Jobs 
at one time before the war the 
British navy has built up a salvage 
system which can handle from fifty to 
sixty Jobs simultaneously. 

Not only are sinking ships res 
cued, but aUps that have gone to tbe 
bottom have base llttad aad awda 
seaworthy. The British admiralty 
announced that 400 torpedoed ahlpa 
have baaa successfully raised.
